Pyramid sales scams lure people 
with low incomes 


The British government 
looks set to crack down on un- 
scrupulous pyramid sales 
schemes which lure people on 
low incomes with empty prom- 
ises of high earnings. 

The schemes are operated 
by companies which advertise 
for people to sell goods such as 
water purifiers on commission 

People who respond to the 
ads are often asked to pay the 
initial cost of the goods and 
recruit more sellers, creating a 
pyramid where no one but the 


company makes a profit. 

The schemes’ emphasis on 
recruiting new salespeople usu- 
ally leads to a saturated market. 

“You get dozens of people 
at the bottom of the pyramid 
with a lot of stock and no one to 
sell it to,” says Tony Northcott 
of the British Institute of Trad- 
ing Standards. 

The Fair Trading Act (1973) 
requires pyramid sales organi- 
zations to publish warnings 
alerting customers that they 
might not earn the high wages 


promised in their ads. 

The Act also makes it ille- 
gal to secure money from peo- 
ple on the promise that they will 
make money by recruiting oth- 
ers. 

But the Department of Trade 
and Industry admits the legisla- 
tion is inadequate and the sys- 
tem is open to abuse by unscru- 
pulous con artists.

Slippy, sloppy condomis floppy 


Nearly half of British men 
find condoms so big that they 
slip off during sex, according to 
a recent survey by a public rela- 
tions group. The survey, target- 
ed over 70 family-planning doc- 
tors who said that 47 per cent of 
their patients had problems with 
condoms being too loose and 
slipping off.

group suggested that 25 per cent 
of males lose their virginity by 
the age of 15.

After the second day I wasn’t 
feeling well and stopped eat- 
ing. Friends from Spare 


Change brought liquids and 
kept me company. The mara- 


thon gave me lots of time to 
think. 
What about? 


I realized that things have not 
changed thatmuch. When hard 
times hit in the 30’s, there 
were flag pole sitters and mar- 
athon dancers who were try- 
ing everything to build a life. 
Today, individuals lack the 
same encouragement to make 
their own way through this 
recession. The difference may 
be that media images of Bos- 
nia and Haiti are so compel- 
ling, our own problems are 
obscured by their drama. 
Spare Change is a bit of 
good news. Selling it pro- 
vides a dignified way for some 
of us to cope with an unman- 
ageable underlying problem, 
the economy. To a certain 
extent, I did the 98 and a half 
hours to try to shine a bit of 
light on the despair of those 
friends for whom vending this 
paper is the only viable option 
for employment. When we 
look at the bad news around 
the world, we don’t really 
have a personal connection to 
it—and so it’s easier to con- 
template. But when we look at 
the bad news at the end of the 
alley—it’s personal and it 
hurts. People are being dis- 
placed here, it makes us want 
to look away. But knowing 
the good news helps.

A river to swim in.... 


Swimming nose to nose with a trout... the water 
sparkling clear as it rushes by.

The prairie wo 
the voice of 


o one would believe it when 
word first came down that 
Joni Mitchell was coming to 
the Edmonton Folk Music Festival. 
This was too great, too much, too 


famous, for our prairie town. 
But it happened and Joni Mitch- 


ell drew one of the largest crowds 
ever to this unpretentious prairie 
festival. While world media atten- 
tion focussed on the 25th anniversa- 
ry of Woodstock, Joni chose to play 
on the Canadian prairies. The festi- 
val was a great, friendly party where 
people danced ankle-deep in mud 
and the Woodstock feeling was re- 
created. 

Joni’s presence made the party 
and built the excitement, because, 


~ after all, she has royal status. She’s 


up there with John Lennon as one of 
the voices of our times. “Pave

paradise, put up a parking lot,” Joni 
still sings the refrains that said so 
much for so many young people in 
the 1970s. It was Joni who built the 
Woodstock legend, she declared the 


essence of hippiedom for a genera- 
tion. “I dreamed I saw the bombers, 


flying shotgun in the skies, turning 
into butterflies...” Joni’s lyrics 
spoke out the fear for the environ- 
ment, the hope that the world can be 
healed: “We’ve got to get ourselves 
back to the garden...” 

Joni sang the anthems for a 
generation and when she decided to 
play her first Canadian show in 
years, and one of only three concerts 
in nearly five years, her generation, 
loyally, came to hear their voice. A 


Canadian folk festival isa focal 


point for the people Joni spoke out 
for; it’s where you’ ll find more 


pony-tailed men, more flowing 
skirts, more tie-died T-shirts and 
seventies nostalgia than just about 
anywhere. 

So at this prairie celebration of 
counter-culture, Joni Mitchell came 
to hold court. The star-struck audi- 
ence was rapt with awe, listened 
carefully to every song and burst 
into wild applause and shouting after 
each one. 

“I picked two gigs this year and 
Edmonton was one. I heard it was a 
lovely festival. I like coming back 
home, the prairies are lovely,” she 
said later. When people called out 
from the audience, “Stay in Canada, 
Joni,” she took it well, “I thought it 
was a warm invitation.” 


oni also talked the next day 
al about missing the original 

Woodstock, the huge cultural 
event she helped to make famous. “I 
was supposed to play Sunday night 
but when we got to the airport, it 
was an international disaster. I went 
to the airport with CSN (Crosby, 
Stills and Nash). We’d played Chica- 
go the night before and we were all 
supposed to go. It was deemed there 
was no way in. David Geffen and I 
went back in to Manhattan. The boys 
rented some kind of a plane and got 
in and got out, because they got to 
my TV show the next day. That 
night I watched it on TV, I was the 
girl who didn’t get to go to the 
party.” 

“I was a frustrated person who 
didn’t get to attend and then wrote a 
song about it which kind of glorified 
it, made more a legend of. it than it 
would have been. “ 

And Joni was quite willing to 
talk about Woodstock and the poli- 
tics of the times, the generation she 
spoke to so strongly. “Woodstock 
was just a concert, I played some of 
the earlier ones building up to it. 
There were hippies, white middle- 
class kids in every town, being 
persecuted, which was good for

white middle-class kids to 
experience... The hippy thing had 
some beauty to it. I don’t think 
anyone realized how many hippies 
there were until Woodstock. Sudden- 
ly they descended on this place, and 
at first the community was aggravat- 
ed by it, then they looked around 
and saw these were just white middle 
class kids and we realized as a 
generation that we had a voting 
block. Not that our politics were 
very sophisticated, (we were) in- 
trigued by anarchy, dissatisfied with 
the way things were, but we had no 
plan. The seventies went to yuppie- 
dom and then spawned generation X, 
a generation of nihilists.” 


issues, talking about attacks on 
women, a focus for some of her new 
songs, and commenting on the 
shame it would be if Canada were to 
split up as a country. She played 
music from some of the tremendous 
repertoire she has to draw on: 15 
albums of music she wrote, per- 
formed and produced herself. But, 
not surprisingly, Joni went mostly 
with new songs from her forthcom- 
ing album Turbulent Indigo. Songs 
like Magdalene Laundries about an 
institution in Ireland that, until as 
recently as 1970, took in “fallen 
women”. As she explained, “fallen” 
could mean anything from unmarried 
at 27 to, as the line in the song goes, 
“...got that belly from a parish 
priest.” 


er new songs, like almost

public or personal issues, 
the pain Joni feels about conditions 
like the violence against women, or 
the pain she feels about the gulf 
between a man and a woman. “My 
songs have always been relationship- 
oriented...between the man and the 
woman,” she said.

Joni hid with her in the storm 
drains running under the Broadway 
Bridge. Again, the poetry of her 
song is real, personal and very 
touching. 


Her voice still rings out, she 
remains a message bearer of the 
times. And she still is often, as she 
put it, “melancholic”. Joni told the

limo, obviously that of a rapper, 
With the license plate, “Just Ice” and 
she said she’d never looked at the 
word that way before. With that she 
introduced another song that hit dead 
on the mark with comment every- 
body can clearly hear, Sex Kills:

the strong doing what they can 

and the weak doing what they 
must... 

and the gas leaks 

and the oil spills 

and sex sells everything 

and sex kills. 

Her music has, of course, 
changed and developed since Big 
Yellow Taxi. It’s grown very so- 
phisticated and jazzy. It’s also not as 
popular as her early folk pop. But 
working with jazz heavyweights like 
the musicians from Weather Report, 
has earned Joni a whole new class of 
fans, and many of her original ones 
have stuck with her. 


Joni played the concert without a 
band because, as she said, musicians 
who are able to play her music are 
very expensive. Talking about her 
connection with saxophonist Wayne 
Shorter she said: “He was the first 
player who ever spoke to me in 
terms of illustration... I can’t do a 


record without him now.... I want 
(musicians) to play more than notes, 
I want to play illustratively, I have 
no language as a musician, only the 
language of metaphor. I’d ask them 
to play a Chinese wave, or sound 
like high heeled shoes...”. 


nd, she says, “The way I 
A guitar is almost like a 
band.” With eight different, 


and original, tunings for her guitars 
during her one concert, Joni showed 
off her inimitable guitar style. Her 
voice is perhaps not so strong and 
“sweet and high” as 25 years ago, 
but she comfortably cradled the 
audience with it. 

When she wound up her set the 


audience cheered wildiy and Joni 


~ came back onstage for not one, but 


two encores, playing the famous 
generational anthems the people 
called out for, Woodstock and Big 
Yellow Taxi. 

It was a crowd that welcomed 
Joni Mitchell as one of the family, 
one of our own, and she responded 
just as warmly. “Aren’t the prairies 
beautiful?” she said. “We’re lucky 
to live here for awhile.” The prairie 
woman who, when she’s not in Los 
Angeles, lives much of the time on 
the B.C. coast now— “longer and 
longer every year” —was obviously 
happy to be “home.” She stayed on 
throughout the festival, and slogged 
through the mud herself. 

Wrapped in rain gear, she 
enjoyed the anonymity of looking 
just like all the other soggy festival- 
goers. 

She was still on hand for the 
Sunday evening finale, leading the 
thousands of people together in 
singing one more famous song, The 
Circle Game. Everyone knew the 
lyrics: “and the seasons, they go 
round and round, the painted ponies 
go up and down...”

ack in 1987, on August 25, 

Beryl Kootenay’s life 
changed forever. She didn’t 
realize it until a full week later 
when she awoke from a coma 
and “found myself unnaturally 
light”. She had been run over 
by a train and had lost both legs 
at the knee and the lower part of 
her right arm. 

She’d crawled underneath 
the train, but she doesn’t re- 
member doing it. Beryl had 
been drinking steadily for years 
and was drunk by 10:30 in the

The intensive care unit staff had 
to tie down her remaining hand 
to prevent her from removing 
the oxygen mask which was 
helping to keep her alive. Her 
family and friends told her to be 
thankful she had survived, but 
she could think of nothing to be 
thankful for. 

Beryl spent the next year 
depressed and grieving over the 
loss of her limbs and the dra- 
matic changes in her life. 

As her body healed, she re- 
alized that her life needed to 
heal as well. Helped by profes- 
sionals, family and friends, 
Beryl has not touched a drop of 
alcohol since the day she came 
so Close to dying. 

“I have found a new way of 
life on the other side of the 
tracks,” she says of her strug- 
gle to start over. “I enjoy life 
now. I feel strong and good 
inside. I enjoy doing things with 
my kids.” 

And don’t expect to hear 
Beryl complain about the re- 
strictions her disabilities have 
placed on her life. Soft spoken, 
with a quick and gentle smile, 
she says her biggest challenge 
these days is being a single 
parent. Lance, 14, Edward, 13 
and Trina, 10 are living with 
her again. Blane, now 18, is on 
his own. 

Like most parents, running 
the house and taking care of her 
children is not Beryl’s only con-

cern. Classes at the Alberta 
Vocational College have taken 
her from “being practically il- 
literate” to close to completing 
grade twelve. 

She is Alberta’s representa- 
tive on the National Aboriginal 
Network on Disabilities, and 
she volunteers where she can to 
help other people with prob- 
lems caused by alcohol or disa- 
bilities. 

“When I give to other peo- 
ple I feel good about myself, 
that I’m capable of helping oth- 
er people. I know what it’s like 
to suffer. I know how they’re 
suffering.” 

For some people, like Ber- 
yl, sinking to the bottom of life 
on the streets seems almost in- 
evitable. It seems to start early, 
sometimes even before they are 
able to walk. 

Beryl started running away 
from a “neglected and abused” 
childhood at 15. By the time she 
was 21 she had to leave the 
Stoney Reserve where she had 
been born, “because the RCMP 


knew me too well.” She fol- 
lowed a well-worn trail of many 
troubled immigrants to the city, 
going from petty crime to big 
time. 

She spent 10 years with an 
abusive man, leaving only when 
he threw her out, she spent time 
in jail, and she wound up on the 
tracks. 

Now there is a sense of con- 
fidence and optimism about Ber- 
yl. She is stoic and realistic 
when she talks about her phys- 
ical disabilities. With grace and 
gratitude she has accepted help 
from many different sources. 
She lives independently in a 
sparse but comfortable two bed- 
room apartment, she has her 
family. 

This strong and capable 
woman has emerged as an in- 
spiration for those she is, in her 
turn, now helping. “I feel strong 
and good inside,” she says with 
a soft smile. “I’ve found a new 
way of life on the other side of 
the tracks.”

The 
Devonian Gardens, Calgary, 
provide alush background. That 
was September 1991 and the 
honeymoon was the following 
June. Then the bubble of happi- 
ness burst for the couple in their 
late thirties. 

In July 92 AJ found he had 
AIDS. Marilyn tested HIV pos- 
itive. Their world shrank but 
their fighting spirit grew. Other 
friends, helping agencies, and 
newly discovered family have 
encouraged them. Marilyn’s 
friend, who could pass for a 
sister, travelled out from On- 
tario this summer just to spend 
time with her. The couple’s 
biggest difficulty is easing the 
pinch financially. 

Marilyn has dropped 30 
pounds in the past year, just 
through stress, she says. She 
tires easily even at light house- 
keeping work. While she knows 
that many HIV-positive people 
can hold jobs, it is also a fact 
that it affects each person dif- 
ferently. Marilyn is unable to 


do the only kind of work she 
knows. 


AJ used to do physical work 
too but, with AIDS confirmed 
and a leg injury, he now walks 
with a cane. He wants to tell 
others about AIDS and has vid- 
eotapes of sessions he has held 
with school and church groups. 
He used to be part of a worship 
team in Brantford, Ontario. 
Perhaps he could join in some- 
where here, he says softly.

pen when the future seems 
bleak. Four months after the 
AIDS diagnosis AJ’s cousin, 
big David, phoned him from 
Sylvan Lake. He had traced 
AJ’s birth mother and his sis- 
ter. AJ was adopted at age six 
and grew up in a huge, loving, 
but strict family. “My (birth) 
Mom understands, I can talk to 
her,” he says, “even though she 
cries a lot on the phone, too.” 

Family and friends lift their 
spirits. Marilyn has three chil-

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dren in Ontario in their early 
twenties, and six grandchildren. 
Her eyes sparkle when she men- 
tions them. Other family in On- 
tario were sympathetic and at 
least wanted the facts. 

Life today means making 
appointments at the Southern 
Alberta Clinic at Foothills Hos- 
pital at the beginning of the 
month when they have bus fare 
money. 

They are glad of the support 
from AIDS Calgary and the 
free lunch on Fridays. AIDS 
means trying to stay healthy 
and away from crowds who 
may pass on germs. Even catch- 
ing a cold could be life-threat- 
ening. They watch TV and hope 
to move to a quieter, better- 
kept apartment . They’ll need 
furniture. They go to a weekly 
no-pressure stop-smoking group 
at the Calgary Urban Project 
Society (CUPS). They laugh 
that for them it means just talk- 
ing about quitting but at least 
it’s people to meet regularly 
over coffee. 

What really hurts is that the 
two of them can’t quite manage 
on AJ’s allowance from the 
Assured Income for the Severe- 


r 


ly Handicapped (AISH) of $810 
per month. There is still a de- 
duction of $81 in effect, which 
makes it $729 per month to 
cover everything. Often they 
skimp on food to get by without 
owing anyone anything. Alber- 
ta Family Services spokesman 
Bob Scott, Edmonton, says the 
couple can appeal for more funds 
but that a person who tests HIV 
positive does not qualify. 
“There are thousands of people 
in the province with HIV-posi- 
tive who hold jobs,” he says. 
Marilyn shrugs. She gets 
out of breath tidying up a tiny 
apartment. She knows it may 
take six months to get an appeal 
heard and she may still be turned 
down. AJ says it wouldn’t take 
much more in funds for them to 
be able to budget properly and 
cover necessities, plus an occa- 
sional treat like a movie. He 
reckons $1,200 a month would 
make life liveable for two peo- 
ple. At the moment AJ says it 
looks like “the government 
wants me to just sit at home and 
die.” That’s not AJ’s style. He 
and Marilyn are open to offers!

A hse joined me for lunch at 
the pizza house. She is a 
striking redhead with curling, 
nearly waist-length hair and an 
enviable figure. Her make-up 
is carefully applied, her blue 
and black dress, black stock- 
ings, and black suede pumps 
co-ordinate with her blue and 
silver jewellery. 

“T like to look dressy,” she 
says, talking about her interest 
in clothes, hair and make-up, 
the challenge of dressing up. 
“A lot of drag queens overdo 
their make-up. I want to look 
female, not like a man in drag.” 
There are problems with dress- 
ing up, “there is always the fear 
of being beaten up if someone 
notices you are a guy. 

“And dressing in drag is 
extremely expensive. This wig 
cost $250. Before I had a wig, 
I was a lipstick lesbian, that is, 
I dressed up and wore make-up 
but styled my own hair.” 

For female contours Jessica 
uses condoms filled with cooked 
rice inside a bra. They look 
very natural. But the rice has to 
be changed every few days 

No one at the pizza house 
paid any attention to Jessica. 
Only I seemed to be aware of 
the fact that Jessica is also Joe. 

For Joe dressing in drag is 
his escape. With the clothing 
and make-up he takes on a fe- 
male role. “I am no longer Joe,

but Jessica, so I can forget 
me,” he says. 

He says he first cross- 
dressed when he was in the 
fourth grade. He used to get 
beaten up a lot by the other 
boys. Many girls were his 
friends, so they took him into 
the washroom and dressed him 
up as a girl, reminisces Joe. 
The boys didn’t recognize him, 
so he avoided being beaten. 

From the time he was four- 
teen, Joe has lived away from 
home, first in a series of foster 
homes and group homes, then, 
when he turned seventeen, in a 
suite in the inner city. It was 
there that he was introduced to 
cocaine by K, the dealer who 
lived upstairs. Joe got hooked 
and resorted to street prostitu- 
tion as a male hooker to support 
his habit. As a hooker he felt 
cheap and he was in constant 
danger of being beaten by those 
who have a hatred and fear of 
homosexuals. 

With the help of friends, Joe 
made his escape. A hurried 3 
a.m. move to avoid K. But, just 
as the truck was loaded, who 
should come around the corner 
but K who demanded: “Where 
are you going?” Joe never an- 
swered and after a few false 
turns they lost K. 

“Hooking is fast cash, easy 
cash, but very degrading,” says 
Joe. He stopped working the 


street, but kept a call list of 
special customers who had be- 
come friends. Finally he was 
able to drop those as well. Now 
he lives in a committed rela- 
tionship with another man, and 
he’s looking for work. He would 
like to go back to school and 
take a hairdressing course. 

“I didn’t just wake up one 
morning and say, ` I’m going to 
like men.’ As a younger child, 
I would walk with my brother 
and he’d say, isn’t she cute?’ 
and I’d be looking at the boy 
beside her. I tried to make my- 
self straight by dating girls, 
because it was wrong to be gay. 
There were a few I found at- 
tractive, but for their minds, 
not their bodies. At sixteen I 
came out on a talk show.” 

Joe lost a lot of friends when 
he came out, but he has made 
many friends because of his 
honesty. He family mostly ac- 
cepts him as gay. He enjoys 
going to gay clubs because he 
won't be put down and.can 
relax. Joe just wants to live 
without being frowned upon. 
People have a lot of fear of 
homosexuality, he saysy" and 
treat it like it’s contagious. 

“A lot of people think if 
you’re gay or a hooker or do 
drag that you can’t be a Chris- 
tian,” he says, “I am a Chris- 
tian.”
